Many musicians and dancers have 
been employed by various 
academies, kala kendras, media 
institutions like Doordarshan and All 
India Radio and art teaching 
institutions. Professionals in the field 
can also free lance in the sense of 
rendering performances or directing 
and producing independent 
programmes while conducting 
private classes at home or running a 
full_fledged institution. Artistes and 
singers under their own funding also 
make their own atoums. Many Indian 
artistes have carved a niche for 
themselves in both Indian and 
foreign markets. 


n the field of dramatics, there are 

certain set roles and functions 

such as that of a scriptwriter, an 
actor or actress, a director and so on. 
The objective of all these people 
could be to entertain their audience, 
reflect a social situation that needs 
change or is ironical, indicate 
people's changing lifestyles or 
impersonate characters from 
historical stories and epics. As 
against art and literature, dramatics is 
a field that calls for teamwork. 
Any drama or stage performance 
requires a playwright. The playwright 
builds the basic story line of the 
drama or creates one from an 
existent story written by somebody. 
The playwright writes the word-to- 
word dialogues of each character, the 
time of entrance and exit of each 
character and the setting of each 
scene. Ihe director of the play 
screens and selects suitable persons 
for each character and co-ordinates 
and directs their parts. He co- 
ordinates the costumes, stage 
settings and audio settings. A play 
may also have a producer who 
arranges for the finances and works 
out the budget for each department. 
The producer selects the play, which 


he/she thinks Is 
viable. Many a time 
a play runs based 
on the director's 


and producer's 

name. Actors and 
actresses are the most 
important elements of

the drama. Their talent and miming ability also decide the 


success of the play. 


As a person keen on dramatics, you can take on any of

of this century. Social workers attempt 

to alleviate and prevent social 
problems, caused by such factors as 
poverty, unemployment, illness, broken 
homes, family maladjustment's, physical, 
mentai and emotional handicaps, anti-social 
behavior, limited recreation and inadequate = 
houing. - 
Historically, social work was carried out by 
persons who volunteered their services for 
philanthropic activities. Today with the advancement of 
civilization social problems are more complex and social work 
needs groups of workers with special skills in preventive, 
primitive and corrective Methods. 
Long regarded as a low-paying though soul - satisfying 
profession concentrating on the under-privileged in society, 
social work has today broken free from these shackles. It is now 
a multidimensional field which encompasses criminology and 
correctional administration, industrial relations, personnel 
management, medical and psychiatric social work and various 
other fields offering lucrative financial returns. 
While social work is largely a field onented exercise involving 
interacton with people, it also includes institutional work like 
counseling services, career guidance and legal support. Social 
work has traditionally been the domain of women, male 
counterparts. Since social work is primarily a practical. service 
profession, beside theoretical knowledge and practical skills, a 
bent of mind for service and an attitude of willingness to helo is 
imperative.

he secret of voice projection is to use your breath to 

support your voice as you speak from the stomach. If you 

exert pressure on your throat muscles to speak louder, 
your voice will sound strained and you will end up with a sore 
throat. 


In order to speak well you 
must breathe well 


Most of us don't use lungs well. In our everyday lives we take 
short shallow breaths and only fill the top half of our lungs. 
Under stress we breathe more rapidly but because we are not 
using the full capacity of our lungs, we become breathless; 
when we are speaking, we can even run out of air before we 
reach the end of a sentence. 

The deeper you breathe the more air you will have to sustain 
your voice and projectit to all your listeners. 

Try placing your hands on your ribs and feeling your lungs 
inflate. Now take a deep breathe and count aloud on that one 
breath. You should reach 30+ but don't cheat. Full lungs will 
enable you to finish long sentences with no ums or ers, will kill 
some of your panic and take the strain off your larynx so that 
you will be able to project your voice. When you count out loud, 
control your air so that you can extend it for longer and longer. 
Each time you attempt this counting exercise, try to increase

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your breath control to reach a higher and higher number and to 
extend your voice to the far corners of the room and beyond. 
There is no excuse for not being heard. If you suspect or have 
been told that you have a soft voice, keep using more air in your 
everyday conversation. At first it may feel unnatural and too 
loud, but persevere and you will find that people take more 
notice of you and interrupt you less. 


How to be understood 


any people speak with their teeth together, hardly 
moving their lips, and then wonder why they are not 
understood. You should be taking in air but there is no 
reason to keep it trapped behind your teeth. You don't have to 
save it. Let it out as you try this exercise. Say the alphabet out 
loud, opening your mouth wide as if you were talking through a 
half yawn and imagine your jaws cannot close and your lips 
cannot touch, except on the letters B, M, P and W. Try saying 
these sentences smoothly all on one breath, without pauses or 
jerkiness. Remember: 
- No man would listen to you talk unless he knew that it was his 
turn next. 
- Itis always the best policy to speak the truth, unless you are 
an exceptionally good liar. 
- One of the tests of leadership is the ability to recognise a 
bored listener and a problem before it becomes an emergency.

How important do you think is music and script in a 
radio programme? 

@ Music and script are two inseparable elements in radio 
comparing. It is very important to feel the music and the script. 
Music and script for a radio jockey is just as a song is for a singer. 
You have to blend them together. If the music is good and the 
singer is besura it does not really happen and vice-versa. There 
is a soft and soothing voice and you are playing a fast peppy tune, 
it does not go well as when you are playing a soft tune with a soft 
mellifluous voice. As a radio jockey you have to combine three 
things, your voice, your script and the music to let a programme 
sound complete. Radio jockeying is an art!
